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Violence Hits as 
Jews Moved Off 
Ships by British 

HAMBURG, Sept. 8 (U.R)— Steel helraeted British troops 
dragged and shoved kicking, screaming and weeping Jews 
off the refugee ship Ocean Vigour today when resistance to 
the landing In Germany flared suddenly after about half of 
the 1,400 aboard had gone ashore peacefully. 
, About 30 men in all put up violent resistance before the 
rebellion collapsed and the last few hundred refugees went 
quietly ashore. There was no bloodshed. No force was used 
against l^e women refugees. Although some of them were 
bruised, the soldiers of the Sherwood forest battalion never 
used their clubs. The unloading of the Ocean Vigour, Ihe first 
of three ships which brought some ^1,300 refugees to Germany 
after they failed to run the 



Palestine blockade and refus- 
ed to land in France, was com- 
pleted at 10 :30a.m. (1:30 a.m. 
MST). 

Two of the three holds of the 
ship had been elenrcd pcnccrully In 
about two houw, 

March nailed 

Then suddenly the deflimt melo- 
dies of Jewish national sonss rose 
from the holds. The shoreward 
march halted. For about 30 minutes 
not a refugee went ashore. 

A company oC military police and 
a company of troops drew up In one 
of the enclosures alonff the pier, 
hands on their rubber and wood 
truncheons. 

At the Mime time troops of the 
BrllLih alxth airborne division— the 
"Red Devils," who accompanied the 
refugees from Haifa, donned their 
steel helmctjs. 

200 Troops Oo Aboard 

A slsnal from an oltlcer aboard 
the Ocean Vlsour sent about aOO 
' troops stompedlns up the sansplank 
and Into hold No. 3. Simultaneously 
two slant movsble frelsht cranes 
which had been standing on either 
side of the gansplank moved to 
clear the dock for whotever might 
happen. 

Screams rose from below decks. 
A few momenta later the Jewish 
youths, one by one, were riished, 
dr&sEcd and lusged do«,-n Uie gang- 
plank onto Oennan aoll. They kick- 
ed and twisted and shouWd. It look 
four or five soldiers tdUiandlo each 
man. The totnmlea w era red faced 
but calm.

Bmoke Over Cltlea

tions of the new city where roving 
mobs had fired bulldlng.i, while in 
other areas the military had lis 
hands full rrmnlng down rioters and 
knife -wielding looters who continu- 
ed to sack homes and shops. 

Reporters touring the twin cities 
could find no central authority 
checking tho death tolL One mili- 
tary officer ctplalncd "our Job right 
now Is to keep people alive, not wor- 
ry atMUt counting the dead."

This would be 
an advance" against the blllioni 
which the admhiUtratlon hopes 
congress will provide early next 
year for the long term Marshall 
recovery program. 

Give np Holiday 

State department experts gave up 
their week-end holiday to work on 
the latest facta and flgiures Ameri- 
can officials brought bock from the 
current Paris economlo conference 
seeking to translate the mutual- 
help Idea Into concrete terms.

Boss Take Advantage 

If the United SUtes does not take 
some measures to help hard-pressed 
European oounlries exist until the 
Marshall plan can become effective, 
Russia wUl take advantage of the 
resulting pollUcal and social up- 
heavals to push communism ag- 
gressively In western Europe.

This means America will have 
leas food to sell, lend or fflve away 
abroad, at a time when countries 
under American In fl mince need It 
most. Many of ihem have been far 
harder hit by drought. 

Food, meanwhile, is only part of 
the world economic plcttirc. 

American prosperity la threatened 
because the margin of exports sold 
abroad has a great deal to do with 
whether this country keeps busy and 
prosperous or idle and poor. 

Yet these other countries have 
nowhere else to tum for what they 
need, because this country has more 
than half ot the world's InduaUlal 
productive capacity. The so-called 
"dollar shortage" abroad Is really a 
symptom of something far more 
serious— low producUvlly.
